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Stuff Dutch People Like 


“Stuff Dutch People Like” is a column written by an Expatriate living in the Netherlands. 

This amusing column observes the Dutch in their everyday life. We hope that you enjoy reading “Stuff

Traditional Dutch tableware: ’’Boerenbont”. 

Is there anything more Dutch than warming your ’’stroopwafel” over a cup of tea or coffee on a cold day? 
Or having a bowl full of ”snert” with some bread for lunch? Well, chances are (if you grew up in the 
Netherlands) that the cup holding your warm drink, or bowl with that soup may have a distinctive floral, 
multi-coloured pattern on it that looks ’’very Dutch”. This type of tableware is called ’’Boerenbont” and is 
famous for gracing Dutch tables for generations. 

’’Boerenbont” has an instantly 
recognisable pattern. It comes in a 
blue, green and red (sometimes 
yellow) design on white background. 

The colours are inspired by the 
traditional farming landscapes of the 
19th century - the green grass, dotted 
with red and yellow flowers, under a 
blue sky. (Blue skies??) They must 
have had better weather in the 
Netherlands back then...) 

It all started over 150 years ago, when clay was discovered on the banks of the river Meuse in Maastricht. 
At the time a pottery merchant called Petrus Regout, discovered how to make cups and plates using molds. 
By doing so, he could make ceramic ware much faster, and keep a consistency in shape and size that hadn’t 
been manageable up to then. Petrus established a mass-produced, modestly priced table service ware that 
quickly became very popular. The patterns, hand painted by the local farmers’ wives, became immediately 
recognisable by their simple design of flowers and plants. 

’’Boerenbont’s ” popularity was due to the fact that not only was it pretty and sturdy, but also affordable. 

It was no big disaster if young Dirk dropped his mug at dinner, as the pottery was easily replaceable. 

On their facebook page ” Boerenbont ” even mentions that: ”If you break something, you always know that 
you can get it again. A nice feeling”. Generations of Dutch kids have grown up familiar with their morning 
tea drunk out of a beker of ’’Boerenbont”', and their hagelslag on bread eaten off the familiar floral plate. 

This daily usage and familiarity make it inherently part of the collective 
Dutch memory. Nowadays, it also comes with a dishwasher safe stamp 
- a long way from its traditional beginnings of farmers’ wives craft. 

I wonder what they’d say at the need for it to be dish-washed at 60 
degrees?! 

Interestingly when the Dutch Merchants of the nineteenth century 
travelled, they took their pottery with them and so ” Boerenbont” 
travelled to far-flung comers of the world ... They have followed the 
path of these sailing salesmen all over the world, from Sumatra to 
Zanzibar via Goa. There’s a great picture of a woman in Gudang 
(Indonesia) enjoying her morning cuppa in a ” Boerenbont I can see 
the merchants on their boats heading off on their adventures, a crate of 
the best ” Boerenbont ” stashed in their hold. They’d sail off to distant 
shores and sit down in the blistering heat of distant lands to enjoy an 
afternoon cuppa in “Boerenbont”, sitting in the shade! 
p.s. In 2012, Royal Boch revived the familiar favourite! It’s now widely 
available for purchase (so you no longer need to hunt the flea markets 
to complete your sets).

The History of the Friesian Horses. 

The Friesian Horse originated in Friesland, one of the twelve provinces of the Kingdom of The 
Netherlands and it is situated in the Northwest of The Netherlands. Friesland’s history dates back to 
500 B.C., when the Friesians settled along the cost of the North Sea. They were tradesmen, seafarers, 
farmers and horse breeders. 

The Friesian horse descends from the Equus robustus. During the 16th and 17th centuries, but 
probably also earlier, Arabian blood was introduced, especially through Andalusian horses from 
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Friesian Horses 


Spain. This has given them the high knee- 
action, the small head and the craning neck. 
Because of his temperament, the Friesian horse 
is considered warm blooded. The Friesian horse 
has been kept free from influence of the English 
Thoroughbred. During the last two centuries it 
has been bred pure. Breeding horses and 
dealing in them was very important for the 
Friesians. The monks in the many monasteries 
in Friesland, before the reformation, did a lot of 
horse breeding. Through the centuries the 
Friesian Government has made many 
regulations in order to safeguard good breeding. Now the Dutch Horse law of 1939 (modified) gives 
rules for studbook and breeding. 

From records of the past, we know that the Friesian horses of old were famous. There is information 
from as early as 1251 and there are books in which Friesian horses were mentioned and praised from 
as early as the 16th century. 

Armoured Knights of old found this horse very desirable, having the strength to carry great weight 
into battle and still manoeuvre quickly. Later, its suppleness and agility made the breed much sought 
after for use in riding schools in Paris and Spain during the 15th and 16th centuries. In front of an 
elegant carriage this breed has few rivals, and throughout Europe, the royal courts used them as 
coach horses. 

Given its history, the Australian Friesian Horse Society has extended an invitation to The 
Dutch Society to join them in the celebration of the Magnificent Friesian Horse and showcase 
the culture from where it all began. 

The Friesian Horse Keuring (inspection and classification) is held bi-annually in Australia and 
is the most important event on the calendar for Friesian Horse Breeders world-wide. It has been 
intrinsically connected to the success of the breed in the past 20 years. This approach has 
created a bright future for the breed as the Friesian can equally be used and enjoyed as a sport 
horse as well a pleasure horse. 

Friesians are one of the most spectacular breeds, being black, with a long mane and tail and 
extravagant movement. They excel in the Olympic sport of dressage and are spectacular in 
harness. They are often used in classical high school dressage and in movies as well as in 
highly successful series like Game of Thrones and The last Kingdom. They recently performed 
as a team of 12 stallions at the opening of the World Equestrian Games as “The Friesian Train” 
to a standing ovation. The first Friesian competed recently at the second last World Equestrian 
Games. 

In Australia, two Friesian stallions have competed at the highest level in dressage, the Grand 
Prix. A stallion from New Zealand has just started to compete in Australia at Grand Prix level 
and another 2 stallions have just started competing at Prix St. George level. An increasing 
number of Friesians now compete at national level in Australia. 

The “Keuring” event in WA. 

The WA event will be held in the State Equestrian Centre, Brigadoon. 

It will be held outside in the international arena and the large grassed area adjacent to it and as 
a precaution, the indoor arena will be made available should the weather take a turn for the 
worst. 

There will be entertainment and refreshments available throughout the day, which will carry

the Dutch theme. The event will be presented over the PA system so everyone can keep up with 
what is going on. 

These events are held in 6 of the Australian states and will take about 2 weeks to complete. 
Potentially 150 horses will be presented from the overall population of 800 horses. There are 
approximately 120 breeders. Depending on the location, a ’’Keuring” can attract up to 300 
people and at some locations, a special show will be presented on the day of the ’’Keuring”. 

The judges are inspectors from the Dutch Studbook and fly in from the Netherlands. Also 
flying in from the Netherlands are the runners. The runners are dressed in white so that when 
running with the horse in hand, the Judges can clearly distinguish between the horses legs and 
the runners. 

It is proposed that the Dutch Society Choir (Dutch Singers) will open the ’’Keuring” with the 
Dutch National Anthem as is tradition in Holland. Then the horses will be presented for 
inspection and paraded around the arena area in hand, whilst other horses will be ridden in an 
IBOP test. Either way, the Judges will look for certain qualities in the horse such as: 
Conformation, or how well the horse is proportioned and Movement in Walk, Trot and Canter. 
Once the Keuring has been completed, there will be a chance to see some of the other horses 
that were not entered into the Keuring, but have been prepared to show a more relaxed and 
pleasurable side of owning a Friesian horse. 

There will be a demonstration of horsemanship from Andrew Turnbull of AMT Equestrian 
named ‘Gentle hands for Gentle Giants’. This is a demonstration of horsemanship training 
which will cover the basics of groundwork with young horses in preparation of starting a horse 
under saddle. The demonstration will be followed by questions and answers with Andrew. 

Then there will be two horses taking part in a non-competitive dressage test and 1 horse 
offering a brief demonstration in carriage driving.

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The fortress City of Gennep 


Gennep is a Municipality and a City in the Northern part 
of the Province of Limburg. 

It lies on the right bank of the Maas (Meuse) river, and 
South of a vast forest called “Klever Reichswald”. The 
Municipality of Gennep had 17,277 inhabitants in 2014. 
Gennep lies about 18 kilometres (11 miles) South-east of 
Nijmegen. 

The Niers river flows into the Maas River in Gennep. 

History: 

The name Gennep relates to the Celtic word 'Ganapja', which means the place where 2 
rivers join. In this case the River Meuse and the river Niers. 

It is generally believed that City rights were obtained in 1371. However, this belief cannot 
be verified, as the supposed documents were burnt in a fire in the Townhall of Gennep at 
the end of the 16th century. 

Gennep Castle: 

In a bend of the River Maas lies 
the ruin of Gennep Castle. 

It was once a mighty fortress 
overlooking the Maas, from 
where watch could be kept over 
the shipping on the river. On the 
Eastern bank it dominates the 
area between the Maas and the 
vast forest of the “Klever 
Reichswald.” Due to its 
strategic location in between the 
Maas and Niers rivers, the 
fortress was difficult to take and

was therefore often the scene of fierce battles. 

Especially during the 80 Years War, the Dutch War of Independence, the Spanish Army 
and the State Troops often fought over Gennep Castle. The most well-known siege is that of 
Prince Frederik Hendrik in 1641 when, with an army of 20,000 men, he forced the Spanish 
to surrender. 

It goes without saying, that Gennep Castle brought war and misery to the town of Gennep 
and to the Land of Maas and Niers.

The Martinus Tower: 

The St. Martinus Church was destroyed in 1645 and never rebuilt. 
However, the Church Tower was restored and presently it not only 
houses the Gennep Visitors Centre, but visitors can climb the 
tower and get a beautiful view of Gennep and its surrounding 
landscape. 

In the Visitor’s Centre of the Martinus Tower and in the Museum, 
“het Petershuis”, people interested in Gennep’s history can find it 
all there as well as a model of the Gennep Castle and the many 
interesting discoveries made during excavations in and around the 
City.

The most characteristic building in Gennep is the Town Hall, 

which dates from approximately 1618. It was built by van Bommel, whose specific style 
can also be seen in the Town Halls of Venlo and ‘s-Heerenberg. 

Apparently this lovely Town Hall does not only appeal to humans, as it has also attracted 
storks, who have been raising their young there since the year 2000. These days one can 
even see them perched on top of the town hall in wintertime. 

A new, modem Town Hall has been built for the City’s administrators. 

The old Town hall, these days, is used as a Reception Centre for private functions such as 
weddings etc.
